3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a stent including, inter alia, a strut 
element including a solid metallic inner core and inner and outer sides, where an outer 
layer is disposed on the outer side, the outer layer being a first pours layer of metallic 
material formed by particles, filaments or fibers sintered to the inner core; and an inner 
layer disposed on the inner side, the inner layer being a second porous layer of metallic 
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mater formed by particles filaments or fibers sintered to the inner core. Also, none of 
the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a stent including, inter alia, a 
metallic sheet forming a cylinder, the sheet including a solid metallic core and porous 
metallic layers formed by particles, filaments or fibers sintered to opposite sides of the 
core, where the porous layers include a first porous layer facing radially outward and 
second porous layer facing radially inward, and the solid core is disposed between the 
first and second porous layers.
